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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-9 and 18-28 in the reply filed 
on 1 1 March 2005 is acknowledged. Claims 10-17 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oberg et al. 
Oberg et al discloses a wheel holding device including a framework 10 and a wheel attachment 
mechanism 34. The framework of Oberg et al is attached to a stem 22 of a bicycle and is 
considered capable of being attached to the handlebar stem or handlebar of a bicycle via the 
clamp 70 which is formed as a single piece clamping mechanism. 

4. Claims 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Kullen or McMurtrey '758. Each of Kullen and McMurtrey discloses a framework (52; 60, 62, 
70, 74, respectively) without a clamping mechanism that comprises interconnected moving parts 
and a wheel attachment mechanism (10;30, respectively) coupled to the framework and capable 
of securing a bicycle wheel to the device, i.e. the pack and basket of Kullen and McMurtrey, 
respectively are capable of carrying a bicycle wheel. No distinction is seen between the wheel 
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attachment mechanism as claimed and that shown in either Kullen or McMurtrey as a result of 
the claimed intended use to carry a bicycle wheel. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1-9 and 18-25 are allowed.
